The letters point out 
the advantage of teaching child- 
ren to swim in an enclosed peot 
as compared to the sea, where 
tides, choppy seas, sea weed and 
ielly fish are some of the hazards 
which have to be contended with. 

The school committees which 
have sent letters to the Coun- 
cil are: North Tech. Primary 
School 3923, West State, Altona 
and North Altona High. 

Discussing the letters af the 
last Council meeting Cr G. den 
Dulk said he was whole heart. 
edly in favor of the building of 
a swimming pool as it would be 
of benefit to all school children 
and adults in the Shire. 





He himself favored a closed 

pool so that it could be used all 
the year round but he felt be- 
fore any statement was made, 
investigation of pools which had 
been built in other localities 
should be made. By doing this 
much useful information could 
be gained and Altona could have 
a pool the equal of any in Vic. 
toria. 
” He moved that letters be sent 
to the school committees inform. 
ing them that the Council will 
consider the matter at an early 
date and call a conference of all 
interested bodies. 

Seconding the motion Cr Mc. 
Intosh said the idea of an en- 
closed pool had been in Coun. 
cillors minds for some time. The 
planning of Grant Reserve in. 
cluded a prospective swimming 
yoo] but he agreed that a lot of 
investigation should be made be- 





fore a decision could be reached 
Other Councillors spoke in sup- 
port and the motion was car- 
ried unanimously. 





Open Day at 
Hospital

£187,000 the finance was raised 
py imposing a farthing rate and 
from loan funds.

pool, a learners pool 66’ long 
with a depth of 2: 6” to 3’ and 
a wading pool 0” to 16” deep. 

Administration offices, change 
rooms, filter plant house and 
car parking areas are included 
in the scheme.
